The first bids were remark* 
ably low. The second call for bills was 
responded to by only two contractors, 
ami the prices were much higher. The 
Road Committed was not satlslled with 
the bids, and they Issued a third call for 
new owes. Contractor Bruett was the 
lowest bidder this time, but the con¬ 
tract was awarded to Wright A Lindsley. 

The distribution of the road money in 
the several wards provoked lively dis¬ 
cussion, partieularly tbe ( Rldgowood 
Avenue apportionment, over which 
Messrs Rayner and Rudd crossed

More stone road baa been constructed 
during the past year than in any pre¬ 
vious one, Fhere is much difference of

The purchase of a road*scraping ma¬ 
chine at a c*>st of ubout *350 enabled,the 
Road Committee to do a great deal of 
work on dirt roads, and more streets re¬ 
ceived attention than could have been 
attended to under the old method. . 

Unanimity has not been a feature in 
the transactions of this year's Commit¬ 
tee. The calling of the roll and record¬ 
ing of the votes very rarely happened in 
the proceedings! of former Committees.
